COLD WEATHER FOLLOWING RAIN HALTS CAMPAIGN 


Quick Firing Cannon and 4,000 Rifles With Vast Quan- 


tity of Ammunition Captured by Servians and 


Their Allies—King P eter With 50,000 Men 


is Moving Upon Salonika. 


Belgrade, Servia, Oct. 28.—The 


Servian troops have taken the town 
of Hitrovitza, on the railroad to the 
north of Uskup, and Verissovitz also 
has fallen into their hands, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from the Servian 
base at the frontier. 
Fifteen quick firing cannon, 4000 
rifles and a mass of ammunition 
were abandoned by 
the Turkish 
troops during their retreat. 


All the neighboring small 
towns 
also are surrendering to the Ser- 
vians. 
The Turkish army after abandon- 
ing TJskup, retreated toward Veles, 
the men throwing away their rifles 
in their flight. Hundreds of wagons 
full of supplies were left behind. 
The Servian army of 50,000 men 


under King Peter began moving up- 
on Salonika _from Uskup today. 
At the same time a Greek army 
under King George of 
Greece is 


marching northeastward from Blas- 
sona toward Salonika. The Greeks 
and Servians will co-operate in an 
attack upon Salonika from two sides. 


The march upon Salonika is the 
most important move in the western 
campaign. It is believed here that 
both Salonika and' Adrianople are 
doomed and that with their fall 
the war>will end. 


where the future of Turkey may he 
decided in a few days. A short mes- 
sage from Sofia however says that the 
Turkish troops have seized a special 
military train. The Bulgarians have 
been pushing forward according to 
latest reports on the eastern side in 
the hope of entirely destroying the 
Turkish army defeated at Kirk Killis- 
seh 
The Bulgarians also assert that 


the fate of Adrianople is practically 
sealed. Despite the perils of the situ- 
ation however the Turks have not lost 
hope of retrieving themselves.

Dispatches from the front received 
heie stated that the advance of the 
campaign had been halted tempora- 
rily by the inclement weather, al- 
though skirmishing continues. The 
Bulgarians stand the cold better 
than the Turks. 


Headquarters of the 
Bulgarian 
army south of Adrianople have been 
established at Bafaa Eski. an impor- 
tant point southeast of the city and 
lying on the main artery between 
Andrianople and Constantmople. 
The Bulgarian aviation corps at 
Havades, which was taken from the 
Turks Saturday, assembled an aero- 
plane today and made a flight south- 
ward. 


London, Oct. 28.—No confirma- 
tion of the report that the Turkish 
troops 
recaptured 
Kirk-Killisseh 


from Bulgarians has been received 
here. The report is believed to be a 
repetition of the official statement 
made in Constantinople last Friday 
that the capture of the city by the 
Bulgarians was fiction. No credence 
is attached here to the report.

The gover- 
nor said in part:

ident naturally conies first. He and 
his party have long controlled the 
government and ask the appToval of 
the country by his re-election. 
As 
he was nominated only by a bare 
majority in the face of most bitter 
opposition, which has since taken 
the form of an organized break in 
his party, he comes before the vot- 
ers discredited by nearly,

the lead. 


The -'drift" to Mr. Taft has shown itself in parts of Xew England, 


In Xew Jersey, in Pennsylvania and in some sections of the West, but 
it is in states where the President has, according to best information, 
only the slenderest possible chance of winning. 


Up to the present time 270,922 test ballots have been taken in 35 


states. 
They range from the Paciiic Coast ~.o Mexico and from Missou-_ 


ri to South Dakota and Montana. Of this total Governor Wilson received 
110,993. Mr. Roosevelt has received 82.57-5. Mr. Taft has to his credit 
53.403. 


Of the 35 states in which these votes were taken Governor Wilson 


leads in 26, Mr. Roosevelt in a—California, 
Michigan, Washington, 


Idaho and Illinois—and President Taft in 4—Xew Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, Utah and Wyoming. The recent court decision 
excluding the 


Progressive electors from the regular ballot ia Idaho is generally ex- 
pected to transfer that state from Mr. Roosevelt to President Taft. 


Of the 35 states from which the test ballots have been taken Mr. 


Roosevelt runs second in 21, Governor Wilson in nice and the President 
in five. The" latter five are Massachusetts, Xew Mexico, Wisconsin. 
Ohio and Colorado- 
Some of the more enthusiastic Democratic managers 
assert that 


Governor Wilson will carry 40 states. The Roosevelt leaders are fighting 
desperately, but not with any great expectation of winning. They hope 
to land in second place and defeat the President.

discontent which exist among 
the 


people. He is holding out indefinite 
assurances of a millennium for ev- 
erybody if only he is made presi- 
dent again. But if his explicit, em- 
phatic and 
disinterested 
promise 


does not bind him, deluded indeed 
are those whom he can lead to put 
their trust in his vague and general 
declarations of his purposes and his 
promises of impossible things, giv- 
en when he is not in the chase or 
votes. 


The party to which he owes his 


political existence would have been 
still the grand old party if it had 
given him the nomination ne sought 
from it. This he does not deny. Be- 
cause it preferred another it 
be- 


stands in the way of his getting and 
using it as he pleases. And the only 
definite thing he proposes is to put 
the great private industries of the 
country, which have no public char- 
acter like the railroads, under con- 
trol of a commission to be appoint- 
ed by the president. 
This is the 


most monstrous proposal ever seri- 
ously made in a free country. 
It 


would fit no government but an ab- 
solutely monarchy. It would put in 
the hands of the chief magistrate of 
our republic a power unsafe in the 
hands of anyone. 


But it plainly makes the 
office 


still more attractive than it is to 
him. 
He would have for general use 


the royal prerogative he exercised 
when he pardoned the Steel Trust 
in advance for breaking the 
anti- 


trust law aud which he had in mind 
when he advanced the 
idea 
that 


there are good trusts and bad ones, 
with the implied assumption that it 
was for him to determine the good 
and tbe bad. 
The caudidacy of Colonel Roose- 


velt puts American citizenship 
to 


the test. 
Have we sober common 
senses, have we steadfast devotion 
to the vital principles of our insti- 
tutions, have we clear perception 
of the true relations of the govern- 
ment to the people and of the dif- 
ferent departments of the 
govern- 


ment to each other? Or can we be 
stampeded by brag, 
bluster, 
pre- 


tense, appeals to passion, class ha- 
tred and "the socialistic instincts so 
easy to arouse especially when, as 
now, the bestowal of special favors 
has set things awry? 
' I would be the last to deny that 
the colonel has certain high and 
even brilliant qualities or to belittle 
his public services. 
But I solemnly 


believe he is by nature and fixed 
habit unfitted to exercise the au- 
thority of a constitutional ruler. 


He "thinks that limitations and re- 


strictions were intended for ordinary 
presidents, not for him. Is he not 
the self appointed commander for 
the Lord at Armageddon? And the 
peril of it is that he seems uncon- 
scious of the damage his ideas and 
methods do to the form of govern- 
ment which makes liberty secure. 


If there were no other reason for 


opposing him his attacks 
on the 


courts would be enough. 
Liberty 


and rights are nothing in the ab- 
stract. ^ They cannot be enjoyed ex- 
cept by individual citizens, each for 
himself. 
"When they are 
Invaded 


there is no security or redress save 
in the tribunals .established to ad- 
minister justice according to law 
and evidence. 
And those tribunals 


will soon lose their usefulness if the 
judges are made subject to removal 
by attack on the stump or if ap- 
peals from their decisions may be 
taken to the polls. 
The squabble between the presi- 


dent and the colonel has not been 
a credit to the country. 
And the 


proper course for the people is to 
say to them "a plague on both your 
house, the Democratic ticket for us 
rhis time."

So when congress decided a little j 


later to make Conway a major gen- 
eral the chief sternly opposed such a 
promotion, and gave his reasons for 
doing so. From that moment Conway 
was Washington's sworn foe. 
One 


active mischief-maker can sometimes 
•work more harm than a dozen wise 
men can tindo. Conway at once join- 
ed Washington's opponents In con- 
gress and the army, and started a 
campaign for the chiefs overthrow. 


He and his associates formed what 


•was known as"*the "Conway Cabal," 
and did all in their power to under- 
mine Washington's influence. In a se- 
ries of anonymous letters Conway rid- 
iculed the chief as a coward and as 
too feeble of mind as a leader. He 
suggested Gen. Horatio Gates as com- 
mander-in-chief in Washington's place. 
Kot only did Conway and his friends 
win Gates over to this scheme, but 
they induced several prominent con- 
gressmen to lend their influence to 
the movement. 


It was the Revolution's dark hour. 


New York and Philadelphia" were in 
the hands of the British. 
Washing- 


ton and his army were starving and 
freezing at Valley Forge after a sum- 
mer and autumn of repeated defeats. 
Men's hearts grew faint and their al- 
legiance weakened.' Conway's crafty 
words at s^ich a moment fell on ready 
ears. 
' • 


The cabal -waxed strong. But for a. 


mere accident it might readily have 
ended by depriving- Washington of 
power and of placing the command of 
the patriot armies in the hands of Gen. 
Gates. And with fussy, 
inefficient, 


cowardly old Gates at the head of the 
American troops American 
liberty 


would have been doomed. Here, in 
brief, is the story of the accident that 
saved our country: 


Gates' aid, Wilkinson, drank too 


much one night and babbled to a, friend 
of the chief some of the contents of 
a letter from Consvay to Gates in 
which Conway had spoken Insultingly 
of Washington. The story was told to 
Washington, who called Conway to ac- 
count. 
Conway rushed to Gates for 


aid, and Gates tried to get out of the 
difficulty by branding Wilkinson as a 
liar. 


Wilkinson 
promptly 
challenged 


Gates to a duel. Gates wept on Wil- 
kinson's shoulder and implored him 
to withdraw the challenge, speaking of 
himself as a feeble old man who loved 
Wilkinson like a father. In this way 
the frightened old general wriggled 
oat of fighting. 


Meantime, thanks to the first hint, 


Washington learned of all Conway's 
anonymous letters and other treacher- 
ies. . The facts were made known to 
the people. The cabal was crushed un- 
der a storm of public disapproval. 


But Conway was not to escape so 


easily. He was challenged to a. duel 
by Washington's friend, Gen. Cadwal- 
lader, who proceeded to shoot him 
through the mouth. 


Conway, believing himself 
dying, 


wrote one more letter. This time to 
Washington, asking forgiveness for 
his villainies and declaring the chief 
to be a "great and good man." Then 
he "conditionally" resigned his com- 
mision as an officer in the American 
service. Congress accepted the res- 
ignation, unconditionally, and Conway 
went hack to France. 


There he styled himself "Count da 


Conway," and managed to win an ap- 
pointment as governor of one of 
France's Oriental provinces. He made 
such a mess of his diplomatic work 
in his province of the Orient that he 
almost wrecked the French Interests 
there. He returned to France and be- 
came a general in the royal armies. 


Daring the French Revolution he 


was condemned to death. He was 
saved only by an appeal to Great Brit- 
ain (against which he had fought in 
the American Revolution), but was 
compelled to flee from France for his 
life. 


After that Conway disappeared from 


history. He Is supposed to have died 
about 1800 In poverty and exile.

flueuce of Christ's gospel on the cent 
uries that came after Him. Afte 
mouths of searching, the evangelist 
then a young man in college, was 
forced to acknowledge that there was 
no greater movement than the Chris- 
tian in this respect. Finally. S. M 
Sayford, a noted personal worker, vis 
ited the college, met Lyon and placed 
the question squarely before him in 
this fashion: 


"If Jesus Christ came forth from the 


grave. He was not a mere man. 
He 


was the Sou of God. If He was the 
Son of God, He is worthy to be your 
Lord and Saviour." The student, who 
later was to succeed in bringing tens 
of thousands into the kingdom of tha 
same Saviour, knelt on his knees ant 
gave his heart to Christ in that uni- 
versity, town. 


"God knows I have made many mis- 


takes since that time," concluded the 
evangelist, "but what I have done in 
my life to make this old world better 
has been done in the time since I ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ as my personal 
Lord and Saviour. Friends, you can 
no more remove the influence of Jesus 
Christ from mis world than you can 
reach up your hand aud pluck the sun 
out of the solar system, or into your 
breast and pluck your own heart from 
your bosom.

HEALTH HINT FOR TODAY. 


Guarding Against Typhoid. 
waen one is compelled to live 


ia a house or in a neighborhood 
•where typhoid fever prevails he 
should make it his SafaiUHle rule 
to eat and drink only such foods 
as have been recently beared to 
above the scalding temperature. 
Salads shonld be avoided, and 
Trater and milk should always be 
seaidetl before use. Fruits should 
be pared. The typhoid fever or- 
ganism is very susceptible to 
hear, and slight boiling or even 
a good strong scalding is suffi- 
cient to destroy it. So rar as 
pofcsibie the houseSy should be 
screened oat of the house, -while 
any that gain access should be 
diligently pursued and destroyed. 
A bit of wire netting attached to 
a wooden handle is a convenient 
Trespon. If these measures were 
consistently practiced a large 
part of the now generally preva- 
lent typhoid fever conld be pre- 
vented, especially if. ia conjunc- 
tion with these measures, the dis- 
charges of the sick were con- 
sistently and thoroughly disin- 
fected before being thrown out 
upon the soil or into latrines.
